He believes thet some one kidnaped the 
girl and is holding her in the hope of obtain- 
ing part of this money. 

Sheridan accompanied his ane to 
within a block of the school, which is at 
Erie and Orleans streets, and she continued 
walking toward the building when he saw her 
last. However, none of her schoolmates 
could be found who had seen her. 

When the girl failed to returm-home at 
noon her mother did not worry, but as night 
came on she became alarmed and with her 
husband and neighbors began a search. .

April 20.—The mas- 
sacre of Armenian Christians at various 
points throughout the interior proyinces by 
Moslem fanatics continues with unabated 
mercilessness, _ 

There appears to have been a preconcerted 
plan for the extermination of the Armenians 
throughout Anatolia, directed by someoccult 
influence in the capital. People of position 


here were duly forewarned weeks ago, and. 


great indignation is expressed at the cal- 
lousness and incredulity of Burope. 


The massacres began in the markete at 


Adana Wednesday morning. The Armenians 
retired to their own quarters and resisted for 
forty-eight hours. The Christian bazaars 
were looted and burned. For several days 
the villagers came in from the surrounding 
country in hordes. They were armed by the 
authorities, who pretended to regard them 
as military reserves. 

Women and children were horribly. muti- 
lated, the missionaries, Rogers and Maurer, 
being shot dead while fighting the fire. The 
massacres then spread to Tarsus and other 
places. The whole district is in a shocking 
condition. Thousands are homeless 5 
famine is imminent. The 4,000 refugees in 
the yard of the American college are in a ed 
liable condition. Provisions; clothing, and 
physicians are urgently needed. 


MAURER SENT FROM INDIANA. 

Goshen, Ind., April 20.—The Rev. Henry 
Maurer, an American missionary, whose mur- 
der in the rioting at Adana has been reported, 
was supported by the Mennonite Brethren in 
Christ of Elkhart county, Ind., and was in 
charge of a school at Hadjin, Turkey. Mr. 
Maurer was 80 years old and was born in a 
German settlement in St. Joseph county, 
Ind. He had been in Turkey three years, and 
was married to a Miss Hawley, who also was 
attached to the mission. . 


Appeal to the Government. 

Boston. Mass., April 20-—No new direct 
information from Cons inople regarding 
the condition of its missi@naries at Adana, 
Tarsus, or Mersina, in Asia Minor, had been 
received at the headquarters of the American 
beard of commissioners for foreign missions 
today. 

Announcement was made that the board 
had appealed to the state department at 
Washington for protection for the board’s 
missionaries and the mission property in the 
troubled states. 

At a meeting today of the prudential com- 
mittee of the American board it was voted to 
issue an appeal for funds to be used for the 
relief of the homeless thousands in the vil- 
layet of Adana. The American board offi- 
cilals state that at least $50,000 is needed to 
meet the immediate demands in that section. 


MISSIONARY KILLED IN PERSIA. 

TABRIZ, Persia, April 20—An American 
named Baskerville, who until recently was 
a teacher in the Presbyterian. school here, 
was killed outside Tabriz this morning while 
leading a sortie of Nationalists from the city. 
“The object of the expedition was to open a 
way for the bringing in of provisions, of 
which the city stands greatly in need. It 
Was not. successful.

Ip the district around Alexandretta, in- 
cluding, Adana, where two bg go were 
killed, there are thirty-seven American mis- 
sionaries and teachers.” At Smyrna there 
are thirty-five: Americans, ¢xcl women 
and children, probably 100 in all. At Beirut 
there are several hundred, and at Trebizond, 
a considerable distance away from Alex- 
andretta, there are forty Americans. In the 
Euphrates college at Harput, the Anatolia 
college at Marsovan, and the college for 
women at Scutari Americans also are irter- 
eated. There are sixty Americans resident 
in Constantinople, most of whom are at- 
tached to the Robert college. 

Many of these Americans have their homes 
far * the seacoast. Adana, which has 
been the Hage of the first American catas- 
trophe, is thirty-five miles: from Alexan- 
dretta. .The American vice consul at the 
latter point has been directed to proceed to 
Adana, investigate the situation, and, if con- 
ditions warrant it, to require the Americans 
to proceed ut once to the coast. The word 
will be passed around by the consuls te 
Americans to move at once to places where 
they can enjoy the protection of American 
guns. It would be, of course, feolhardy to 
send marines into the interior. Such action 
might. invite attack and undoubtedly the an- 
nihilation of any small force sent. 


Most Critical Period Begun. 

It is evident, therefore, that the United 
States has a keen interest in developments 
in the situation in Turkey. Whatever may 
occur with regard to the continuance of the 
sultan in power and the establishment of a 
constitutional régime, it is apparent that the 
Ottoman empire is now well embarked upon 
the most critical period of its existence. It 
may result in the separation of European 
porter from Asia Minor, a struggle between 

ropean powers for the territory of the 


former, and limitation of the sultan’s sov- 


ereignty to territory east of the straits of 
Bosporus. 

It may means, as patriotic Turks hope, the 
creation of a new Turkey, with its present 
boundariés, filled with . patriotism and na- 
tionality, financially solvent, and, offering a 
united front against European aggression. 
But this dream has grave obstacles in the 


way of realisation in the shape of corruption | 


and the lust of power at home and intrigues 
inspired from abroad. 

The American people can await with 
equanimity the, emergence of the Otteman

donia. But a new 
fraught with grave possibilities and certain 
to affect the future of the human race in 
Europe. Attempts are being made to form 
new international combinations to apply in 
certain ¢ircumstances. — 

Appeal to U. 8. Possible. 

It would surprise no one ‘should the time 
come when an appeal for American interven- 
tion or assistance would be made. Europe 
does not forget that the United States is a 
world power. It recalls its declarations of 
the principle of the open door in China and 
the integrity ot China, immediately after the 
war with Spain. Only a few years ago Presi- 
dent Roosevelt compelled Russia and Japan 
to arrange peace, and of more direct applica- 
tion was the intervention in connection with 
Morocco, which prevented war between 
France and Great Britain on the one hand and 
between Germany and Austria and Italy pos- 
sibly on the other. 

European ..plomats with whom I tallied 
today said there was no more reason for a re- 
fusal of the United States to intervene to 
bring about the codperation of the powers in 
connection with Turkey, should it become es- 
sential for general peace, than it would have 
been to decline to act in reference to the 
Moroccan imbroglio.

Discusses Many Diseases. 


In the report submitted to the legislature 
the committee, although by no means regard- 
ing its investigations as exhaustive, dis- 
cusses many of the diseases which it found in 
certain industries. It finds horseshoers and 
blacksmiths to be liable to hypertrophy of the 
muscfes, inflammation of the eyelids, bron- 
chitis, rheumatism, aneurism, and palsy. 

Steel workers, being exposed to excessive 
heat, are liable to pneumonia, phthisis, and 
disturbances of dCrculation and digestion. 
Watch workers are exposed to lung trouble. 
Workers in the manufacture of wire and 
tacks and employés in railroad shops are lia- 
ble affections of the eyes and to nervous 
troubles. 

* Painters, typesetters, and all others who 

le lead.“ says the’ report, “ are Mable to 
de poisoned, and in Illinois many thousands 
of employés seem to be exposed more or less 
to these perils. There are apparently about 
1300 men who come in contact with zinc, 
which also acts as poison.“ 

The committee finds 14 000 persons employed 
in the manufacture of brick and in marble 
and other stone works, in glass works, and 
in other industries where workmen constant- 
ly are exposed to lung disease, lead poisoning, 
, sudden changes from heat to cold, with en- 
suing rheumatism and nervous diseases. 


- Dangers of Dust Shown. 

“Turning to occupations in which work- 
men are exposed to the dangers of dust.“ the 
report continues, “to injuries of the lungs 
and general vitality, we know that the vast 
army of men and women risk their Mves in 
occupations of this class. More than 65,000 
men labor in mines. many hundreds in the 
manufacture of cotton and woolen goods, 
others in great numbers handle furs, hair, 
nass, and mattresses and inhale dust with its 
bacteria. In the preparation of food more 
than 40,000 persons daily are engaged in the 
most necessary social service with certain 
exposure to sickness. Thousands of men

Expert Testimony Introduced at 


Hearing to Show Effect 
on Navigation, 


The trustees of the, sanitary. district of 
Chicago hit the first whack yesterday at the 
federal government in attempting to clear 
up the question of the right of the trustees 
to reverse the flow of the Calumet river in 
constructing the proposed Sag canal. 

The government on one side and the sani- 
‘tary district on the other began an expert 
investigation at the federal building under 
the auspices of the war department to ascer- 
tain whether the changing of the course of 
the Cajumet will appreciably lower the level 
of the great lakes to the extent that naviga- 
tion will be imperiled. 

Upon the final decision of the war depart- 
ment depends the construction of the Sag 
canal, involving a solution of the problem of 
drainage and sanitation of all of the south- 
ern tection of the city below Sixty-third 
street and immediately affecting the pro- 
“posed harbor improvement policy of the city 
with. respect to the great shipping interests 
at South Chicago and the Calumet river har- 


bor. 


Claim Permit Is Not Necessary. 
The trustees of the sanitary district hoid 
the view that a permit from the war depart- 
ment is not necessary to begin operations on 


the Calumet, which carry a plan to reverse 


Lake Calumet, and construct a canal soutn- 

est for a distance of eighteen miles connect - 
ng with the sanitary canal at a point about 
seven miles north of Lockport. 

The suit in which testimony is now being 
taken before Special Examiner S. M. Morgan 
at the federal building is declared to de 
“ friendly and for the sole purpose of ascer- 
taining the rights of the government and tne 
sanitary district in the premises. 

The expressed belief of the Sanitary district 
Officials is that the government nas no rea! 
interest in the matter, but that the history or 
proceedings of former boards wnen (ne work 
on the main branch of the Unicago river be- 
gan and was carried through, reversing its 
tlow and so forth, shows the consent ot the 
war department was not sougnt and tnat, as 
a matter of fact, the ‘situation was so pre- 
carious day by day, that the government at 
any moment mignt have stopped the work. 


Government Engineer Testifies. 

The government occupied practically the 
entire session with the testimony of E. 8. 
Wheeler, a government engineer from De- 
troit, 

Assistant United States District Attorney 
James H. Wilkerson conducted the exam- 
ination on behalf of the government. Engi- 
neer Wheeler held flatly that the reversal 
of the Calumet means the lowering of ,the 
levels of the great lakes to an extent that 
would seriously disturb the present basis of 
navigation. 

Over this point the opposing attorneys 
wrangled during the day, with Engineer 
Wheeler on the stand under fire from the 
questions of Mr. Wilkerson for the govern- 
ment and John C. Williams, counsel for the 
drainage board. 

Chief Engineer Isham Randolph of the 
sanitary district was on the firing. line all 
through the testimony, sitting at the elbow 
of Attorney Williams.

Publicly Announces He Will 
Scrap Johnson in Ten 
Months or Year. 


MUST FIGHT TO A FINISH. 


Refuses to Enter Ring if Negro 
Is Beaten by Ketchel in 
October Fight. 


New York, April 20.— I will fight Mr. Jack 
Johnson. 1 will defend my title as unde- 
feated heavyweight champion of the world.“ 

Before an audience that packed the Amer- 
fean Music hall and in which there were as 
many women as men, James J. Jeffries to- 
night made this formal announcement. 

It was a signal for great joy. 
leaped from their seats, shouted and cheered, 
and many women in the audience applauded. 
Their shrill and excited cries of approval as 
they stood up and waved their handkerchiefs, 
and even their peach basket hats, to the 
ponderous, bowing, and blushing “ unde- 
feated champion added picturesqueness to 
a remarkable scene. 

In the street were hundreds of persons. 
Early in the day Jeffries had promised to 
give his decision tonight. These waited for 
Jeffries and the police had to clear a way 
for him to his automobile or he might have 
been borne off by his admirers. 


Makes Looked for Spiel. 


After his sparring exhibition with Sam 
Berger, the audience shouted for Jeffries to 
come out and make the statement he had promised. 
“The big fellow soon appeared, his bath robe 
or dressing gown only revealing his shaggy head 
and great red fists. : 

The house went wild, literally, and Jeffries 
stood near the footlights, smiling and bowing and 
raising is hands for order. After several 
minutes the audience became reasonably quiet and 
Jeffries started off: . 

Ladies and gentlemen— ““ “‘ Cut that out, Jeff; 
come to the point. cried a voice in the gallery. 

“I thank you from the bottom of my heart 

Never mind that—are you going to fight?“ 
came another voice. 

“TI suppose you want to hear something else.“ 
continued Jeffries, only smiling at the interrup- 
tion. 

Tou bet we do.“ yelled dozens of men. 

Well. I am satisfied after about seven weeks’

If Jeffries had had anything more to say he 
could not have been heard. He ran off of the 
stage while the auditorium became a bedlam of 
moise and cheers. 

There are several conditions attached to Jef- 
fries’ re@ntry into the prize ring. First, Johnson 
must defeat Ketchel. Then Jeffries cannot sign 
articles for possibly ten months, and he insists 
that the fight shall take place in this country 
and that it shall be unlimited as to rounds. 


Never Felt Better. 


He made these conditions known orally to the 
Rewspapers when he “handed out the following 
written statement: 

“IT will say that I never felt better. I have 
held off making the announcement until I became 


‘gure that I was absolutely the same Jeffries as 


when I retired four years ago. I did so then after 
defeating every possible contender for the title. 
There was no one left for me to meet. 

The present heavyweight situation is the only 


thing that could have brought me from retire- 
ment. 


I have all the money I will ever need and 
there is no monetary consideration that could 
tempt me into the ring if I was not sure that I 


could easily defeat any challenger for the cham- 
pionship. 


As for Mr. Johnson, the tactics which he hae 


employed. presumably to attempt to force a’ 
match, have 


been such that I felt that I would 
euly lower myself by replying until I felt I was 
fight. 

At the expiration of my contract with William 
Morris, which positively forbids my signing any 
contract, pugilistic or otherwise, I will be ready 
to discuss terms for an unlimited round contest. 

All I will ask after that is sufficient time to 
thoroughly condition myself, and should Mr. 
Johnson care to challenge me for the title I will 
% what I think I owe to the public—that is, to 
defend my title of undefeated champion of the 
worild.’’ 

Jeffries’ theatrical contract has five months yet 
te run, with an option of five months more. 

Jeffries has been out of the ring nearly five years 
and during that time has taken on flesh. Until 
Jack Johnson captured the title of champion from 
Tommy Burns, the return of Jeffries to the 
“squared circle had not been thought of either 
by the retired champion or the pugilistic fra- 
ternity. The demand of the public that Jeffries 
fight again following the Burns-Johnson battle 
became so insistent that Jeffries, who had de- 
clared that he was through with the boxing game. 
told his friends that if he could get into his former 
fighting condition he would meet Johnson. 


Takes His Own Good Time. 


Notwithstanding the appeals of friends or the 
blandishments of managers of boxing clubs, Jef- 
fries for several weeks has remained noncommittal, 
so that some of his admirers despaired of ever 
again seeing the big fellow put on the gloves. 
Jeffries now believes that he can fit himself for 
a championship battle. 

Jeffries wants the fight to take place in this 
country and has under consideration an offer from 
a fight promoter for a championship contest some 
time during the Seattle exposition. 

Hugh McIntosh of Australia left for England 
last week and doubtless will renew his offer for a 
fight at Melbourne. A championship fight in the 
states along the Atlantic seaboard is not possible 
under existing laws, and fistic followers in the 
east will have to journey westward. 

Jack Johnson is now in Pittsburg giving spar- 
ring exhibitions. He weighed here the other day 
and tipped the scales at 210 pounds. He is matched 
to fight Stanley Ketchel at Colma, Cal., on Oct. 12.

Most Money Is Placed on American 
Horses in London Races. 


New York, April 20.—As an outcome of 
the restrictions imposed upon betting in this 
state by the Agnew-Hart bill, several of the most 
prominent turfmen ot this city have arranged 
to transfer their operations to England.

The odds against these 
American horses are comparatively long, and New 


York turfmen anticipate handsome returns from 
their investments.

Judges Grosscup, Baker, and Kohlsaat of 
the United States Circuit court were asked 
yesterday to dissolve the injunction restrain- 
ing the interstate commerce commission 
from reducing the through rates on ship- 
ments from the seaboard to the Missouri 
river cities. 

Luther M. Walter argued for the commis- 

sion that the railroads had failed to show 
cause why the order issued in June, 1908, 
should not be put into effect.

W. D. McHugh and Colin C. H. Fyffe, spe- 
cial counsel for the railroads, contended that 
the rates had been built up on the basing 
point system and that so long as that system 
was within the law the roads should be al- 
lowed to make their own rates. 

The court took the question of dissoTving 
the injunction under advisement. 


Kindel Case Hearing May 4. 

The court appointed May 4 as the date for 
hearing arguments on an application for an 
injunction against the commission’s order 
in what is known as the Kindel case, in which 
the first class through rates from Chicago to 
Denver were reduced 26 cents below the sum 
of the local rates. This involves the same 
principle as that attacked by the roads in the 
Missouri river case. 

An injunction sought by the Chicago, Mil- 
waukee & St. Paul railroad and enjoining 
the interstate commerce commission from 
enforcing an order directing the road to re- 
establish and maintain through joint rates 
on shipments of coal from the IIlinois coal 
fields, was denied by the court. 

That the commission is committed to the 
principle that through rates should be less 


} than locals is evident from an order issued 


during the day in Washington. In the order 
through rates from Indianapolis to the Mis- 
souri river are declared unreasonable and 
discriminatory as compared with the Chica- 
go rates. The commission prescribed a rel- 
ative adjustment between the Chicago and 
Indianapolis rates, but withheld its order 
until a decision is rendered in the Missouri 
river case. 


Creamery Complaint Heard. 
Interstate Commerce Commissioner Prouty 
held an informal hearing on the complaint 
of the Fairmont Creamery company, which 
also represents so-called centralizing cream- 
erles in the west, against the rates charged 
on cream by the express companies. 
The commissioner said that unless the ex- 
press companies adjusted their rates so as 
to apply the same mileage scale as that fixed 
vr gg railroads another order might be 
made 


ERIE BOND ORDER MODIFIED. 


New York Public Service Commission 
Revises Its Restrictions on Pro- 
posed Issue of Collateral. 


„Albany. N. Y., April 20—Upon the request 
of the Erie Railroad company the public 
service commission announced today that it 
had modified its order granting the com- 
pany’s application for the issue of $30,000,- 
000 coHateral trust gold bonds. The com- 
mission also has approved the collateral! in- 
denture submitted by the company as pro- 
vided in the commission's order. ; 

The order provided for the refunding of 
$11,380,000 ef the coupons accruing during 
the next five years on the company’s general 
Hen and convertible bonds, and that before 
the order became operative it would be nec- 
essary for the company to secure the accept- 
ance of the plan by not less than 90 per cent 
of the bondholders. This percentage limita- 
tion has been reduced to 75 per cent. 

The modification provides for an exchange 
of bonds for a like amount in par value of 
notes, the bonds to net the company not less 
than 87% per cent of the par value. 

Such modification is granted upon the 
showing that the notes already issued 
amounting to $10,000,000 were sold by the 
company at or nearly the face value, and 
that since their market value has been prac- 
tically par. 


Ratiroad Pays $900 Fine. 


Peoria, III., April 20.—In the federal courts before 
Judge Humphrey here today the Iowa Central rall- 
way pleaded guilty to violation of the safety appli- 
ance law on two counts and was fined $900 and 
costs.

NEW SAVINGS BANK OPENED. 


Pullman Company Interests Are Back 
of Concern at Roseland. 


Conditions in general business, in rhoney 
and the securities market are regarded as 
highly favorable in important quarters. The 
prices of securities, in anticipation of im- 
provement in the directions mentioned, are 
expected to work higher, and the most able 
banking authorities in New York are lend- 
ing encouragement to the belief in broader 
and higher market values. This bullish senti- 
ment is dominant in the best New York 
houses and Chicago commission houses are 
told by their conservative correspondents 
that marketwise securities are purchases 
on breaks. . 

It is learned that New York banking inter- 
ests expect continued easy money. The bond 
market, which for six or eight months has 
been notably strong. has held this position 
because, first, of easy money, and, second- 
ly, the necessity, on the part of national and 
other banking institutions, of investing in 
bonds to make their surplus funds product- 
tive, 


Savings Banks to Come Into Market. 
It is believed that in the event of a better 
money market in the autumn the savings 
banks of the east will be prepared to take 
over such bond offerings of national banks 


as the latter may have to make, in order to 


provide currency to meet the usual autumn 
demand. Eastern savings banks, it is assert- 
ed, have not participated, to any great ex- 
tent, in the bond market uptothistime. But 
their deposits have begun to grow and they 
will be prepared, later in the year, to make 
their usual bond investments. So with the 
purchases of savings banks to offset the prob- 
able or possible sales of bonds by national 
banks, the bond market promises to continue 
around current levels, if not to show some 
further improvement. 


Treasury Short Term Bonds. 

The position of the United States treasury 
will probably lead to some financing pending 
the working of the new tariff bill. It is the 
desire of the government not to, issue long 
term bonds, but to do at last what Great 
Britain and France are accustomed to do in 
emergencies—issue short term obligations to 
bridge over immediate necessities. In order 
to make a short term bond salable it will be 
necessary for the government to pay a higher 
rate of interest, just as is necessary for cor- 
porations to do in the case of short term 
notes. A relatively short time bond issued 
by the government should bear at least 3 
per cent, as compared with the long term 
bond bearing 2 per cent. This is merely 
a law of investment, which a government 
can no more profitably ignore than can se 
corporation. 


New Pullman Interests Bank. 

Interests in the Pullman company have or- 
ganized and opened a new bank at One Hun- 
dred and Fifteenth street and Michigan ave- 
nue in Roseland. The bank is incorporated 
under the name of the Roseland State Sav- 
ings bank. The capital is $200,000. The 
stock was subscribed for at $110 a share, the 
extra $10 over the par value being credited 
to the surplus fund, giving the bank a paid 
in surplus of $20,000. 

John 8. Runnells, vice president of the 
Pullman company and a director of the Mer- 
chants’ Loan and Trust company, is presi- 
dent of the new institution. D. J. Davis, who 
for eighteen years was cashier of the Pull- 
man Trust and Savings bank, is cashier of 
the new bank. Although the institution has 
been opened but one week it already has 
$125,000 in commercial deposits and $5,000 in 
savings. | 


The directors are E. F. Bryant, president 


of the Pullman Trust and Savings bank; 
John 8. Runnells, D,.Mark Cummings, E. 
D. Hulbert, vice président of the Merchants’ 
Loan and Trust company, John T. Liewellyn, 
A. J. Smith, and Herman Feninga. The lat- 


ter three directors are business men in the 


local ‘community. ‘The other directors are 
representatives of the Pullman company in- 
terests and the Pullman Trust and Savings 
bank. . * 

Will Serve 45,000 Population. 

The bank is expected to serve a population 
of something like 45,000 people, and will draw 
its patronage from the towns of Roseland, 
Kensington, and West Pullman. Employés 
of the Pullman company gradually moved 
away from that town in order to buy dwell- 
ing houses and settled in Roseland and Ken- 
singtom It was thought by the Pullman m- 
terests that there was a good field for a bank 
in the locality chosen. There is one private 
institution which has $400,000 deposits. 

The $200,000 capital of the Roseland State 
Savings bank is in reality a diversion of 
$200,000 of the former capital of the Pullman 
Trust and Savings bank. That Institution 
had until Jan. 1, 1900, $500,000 capital; be- 
coming effective on the date mentioned this 
capital, at the suggestion of President EK. F. 
Bryant, was reduced to $300,000, and in effect 
the former $200,000 was used in furnishing 
capital for the new institution, although a 
part of the stock in the new bank was sold 
to resident business men.

Walk Out After Demand- 
ing Increased Wages. 


RAISE MAY BE ACCORDED. 


Conference Will- Be Held at 
Which an Amicable Agree- 
ment Is Expected. 


As a result of a strike of 1,500 drain layers 
and helpers who walked out 12 in an 
effort to enforce a demand for increased 
wages, work on many buildings will be de- 
layed unless the dispute is settled within a 
day or two. 

A meeting between committees of the union 
and of the Master Plumbers’ association will 
be held today or tomorrow in an effort to 
reach an amicable agreement. 

The journeymen demand an increase from 
$8.76 to $4.50 a day and the helpers ask for 
@ raise from $2.8 to $350. The Master 
Plumbers’ association is willing to grant $3 
a day to the helpers and $4 a day to the 
journeymen. 


Strike Referendum by Drivers. 

Carriage drivers will take a referendum 
strike vote tomorrow and the leaders pre- 
dict that the 1,700 men will vote overwhelm- 
ingly for a strike. They demand a scale of 
$12 for a week of six days or seventy-two 
hours a wéek and the abolition of Sunday 
funerals. The present scale is $12 for s 
seven day week. Business Agent W. J. Gib- 
bons of the union declared the men will leave 
their vehicles tomorrow night and Friday 
morning unless the demands are granted. 

Coal teamsters are demanding a raise of $3 
@ week. The Coal Team Owners’ associa- 
tion has appointed a special committee with 
full power to act and it is probable a confer- 
ence will be called in a day or two. 

teamsters demand an increase of 
$1.50 a week. The present scale is $16.50 a 
week and the agreement expires May 15. 
Milkmen May Quit Teams. 


Secretary William A. Neer of the Milk 
Wagon Drivers’ union declared the men will 
strike tomorrow unless the Illinois Milk 
Dealers’ association grants the demand for 
a raise of $1 a week. The milk wagon drivers 
will meet at Brand's hall tomorrow after- 
moon to hear the report of the wage scale 
committee and take final action on the strike 
voted last week. 

A referendum strike vote will be taken to- 
Gay by the Lake Seamen's union.
